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Miss  Emily  Dick,  a  Sunday  School  teacher  in  Columbia,  SC,  became  concerned  for  the  spiritual  condition  of  Columbia 's 
mill  workers.  She  visited  Moody  Bible  Institute  in  Chicago  and  subsequently  conceived  a  dream  for  a  Bible  school  in  Columbia. 
Miss  Dick.  Mrs.  T.  Hal  Dick,  Margaret  Childs,  Pamela  Moore,  Elizabeth  Tarrant,  and  Pearl  Stone  began  to  pray  seriously 
concerning  the  establishment  of  the  Bible  school .  These  "praying  women"  asked  Charles  Trumbull  to  come  to  Columbia  for  a 
conference.  Mr.  Trumbull  was  unable  to  come,  so  he  sent  Robert  C.  McQuilkin  in  his  place.  Miss  Dick  and  Miss  Childs  leased 
a  large  house  at  1627  College  Street  for  $85  a  month  for  the  Bible  school.  The  Southern  Bible  Institute,  founded  by  the  "praying 
ladies,  "was  officially  openedforclassesonOctober4,  1921,  offering  only  evening  classes.  ThatNovember,  RobertC.  McQuilkin 
became  the  head  of  the  school.  On  May  22,  1922,  the  Board  agreed  to  change  the  school's  name  to  Columbia  Bible  School. 

The  following  pages  give  an  overview  of  the  history  of  Columbia  Bible  College  &  Seminary  beginning  in  1923  to  the 
present.   We  hope  you  find  this  time  line  informative  and  that  it  will  reflect  the  faithfulness  of  God  and  His  people.

THE   ZONE  IS  YEARBOOK,  THE  COOL  IS  YOU 
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A  finial  is  a  crowning  ornament  topping  a  structure,  marking  its  completion.  These 
finials  were  atop  the  two  towers  of  the  Colonia  Hotel,  the  first  building  which  Columbia  Bible 
School  (now  Columbia  Bible  College  &  Seminary)  occupied.  It  served  as  CBCS's  home  from 
1923  until  1959. 

The  graceful  building  on  Hampton  Street  in  downtown  Columbia  became  the  home  of 
Columbia  Bible  School  when  it  opened  on  September  27,  1923.  At  first  just  the  Sun  Parlor 
and  Rooms  107  and  209  were  used,  but  in  1925  CBS  began  using  the  entire  fourth  floor  of 
the  hotel.  In  1927  Columbia  Bible  School  purchased  the  Colonia  Hotel.  Then  in  1953  came 
the  announcement  that  land  off  Monticello  Road  was  being  purchased  for  a  new  campus  site. 

With  the  move  to  the  new  location  came  two  concrete  works  known  as  finials  which 
were  mounted  near  the  Administration  Building. 

The  name  "finial'  appropriately  became  the  name  for  our  yearbook-a  recollection  and 
the  crowning  ornament  of  the  year  just  finished. 

As  you  work  toward  the  completion  of  your  studies  at  CBCS,  be  encouraged  by  the  faith 
of  those  who  have  preceded  you. 
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We,  the  1 994  Finial  staff,  take  this  oppurtunity  to  remember  one 
who  set  the  example  of  faithfulness.  Dr.  H.  Gene  Garrick's  life  was  a 
"stirring  testament  to  God's  sustaining  grace."  The  footprints  that  he 
left,  and  the  life  that  he  lived  inspire  us 
all  to  be  found  faithful. 

Dr.  Garrick,  63,  a  visionary 
with  a  heart  for  missions,  died  of 
acute  leukemia  November  2,  1993. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Columbia  Bible  College  & 
Seminary. 

Throughout  his  40-year 
ministry  at  Tabernacle  Church  of 
Norfolk,  VA,  Garrick  maintained  an 
active  burden  to  take  the  gospel  of 
Christ  to  the  world.  After  serving  as 
senior  pastor  from  1 974  to  1 990,  he 
became  pastor  of  missions  and 
extended  ministries  until  his  death. 

"Gene  was  a  visionary.  He 
believed  we  as  Christians  have  a 
responsibility  to  permeate  the  world 
with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,"  Kent 
Bryant,  Tabernacle  Church  of  Norfolk 
administrator,  said.  "Gene  was  a 
world  Christian.  He  hardly  ever 
preached  or  taught  without  bringing 
in  the  Great  Commission  and  our 
responsibility  to  fulfill  it." 

Dr.  Garrick  was  also  an 
educator,  serving  Norfolk  Christian 
Schools  (NCS)  in  the  roles  of  teacher, 
principal,  superintendent  and  board  member.  Dr.  Philip  Renicks, 
Association  of  Christian  Schools  International  (ACSI)  director, 
recognized  Dr.  Garrick  as  the  visionary  behind  the  establishment  of  of 
ACSI's  Office  of  Overseas  Schools  in  1985.  He  was  chairman  of 
ACSI's  Mission  Commission  for  15  years.  He  served  on  the  board  of 
the  National  Association  of  Christian  Schools  (NACS)  at  Wheaton,  IL. 

Dr.  Garrick  obtained  his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  in 
Bible  from  Bob  Jones  University.  He  later  earned  another  master's 
degree  in  secondary  school  administration  at  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary.  Biola  University  and  Talbott  Seminary  awarded  him 
honorary  doctorates  for  his  work  in  the  field  of  education. 

Dr.  Garrick's  secretary,  Nancy  Doumar  had  this  to  say  of  him: 
"He  lived  what  he  preached.  He  was  very  honest,  very  open.  He  was 
a  great  man  in  my  opinion." 

Dr.  Garrick  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Helena,  and  three  children, 
Cathy,  Gene  L.  (a  CBC  graduate)  and  Debbie.

A  New 
WAY  OF  LIFE

Culture  wars  are  a  fact  of  our  time,  said  Dr.  James  Hunter,  Staley  Lecturer  and  author  of  the  acclaimed 
book,  Culture  Wars.  He  described  America's  conflicts  over  a  host  of  issues,  including  abortion,  gay  rights, 
textbooks,  sexual  harrassment  and  even  Christopher  Columbus'  role  in  history. 

Hunter,  a  sociology  professor  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  questioned  whether  Christians  are  called  on 
to  win  the  cultural  wars.  "Is  it  the  goal  of  the  Christian  community  to  win  the  cultural  wars?"  he  asked.  "I  have  my 
doubts."  Noting  that  the  citizenship  of  Christians  is  not  in  this  world,  he  said  Christians  are  called,  not  to  victory, 
but  to  faithfulness  and  proclamation  of  the  gospel. 

The  Staley  Lectureship  was  established  in  1969.  The  Foundation  strives  to  communicate  to  today's 
students  that  the  Christian  gospel,  when  proclaimed  in  its  historic  fullness,  is  always  contemporary,  relevant  and 
meaningful  to  any  generation.

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"Self-acceptance  is  basicallly  trusting  God  for  who  I  am  -  disabilities  or  physical  flaws 
and  all,"  said  Jerry  Bridges  during  our  traditional  Christian  Life  Conference.

WORLD  EVENTS 

This  year's  Finial  yearbook  has  a  new  section  titled  "World  Events"  so  that  in  the  future  we  might  look  bach 
and  see  what  took  place  while  we  attended  Columbia  Bible  College.  Our  desire  is  to  have  a  book  which  reflects,  noi 
only  that  which  occurred  on  campus,  but  occurrences  all  around  our  nation  and  world. 
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In  September,  the  Bosnian  parliament  rejected  an  international  peace  plan  for  that  devasted  republic.  The 
move  postponed  a  settlement  that  would  have  ended  the  1 8-month-old  war  that  has  partitioned  the  country  into  three 
ethnic  states  for  Croats,  Muslims,  and  Serbs.  The  United  Nations  has  sent  a  peace-keeping  force  to  the  former 
Yugoslavia  to  help  keep  peace  among  the  three  warring  factions.  Tens  of  thousands  of  people  have  been  killed  in 
the  conflicts  and  more  than  a  million  have  been  left  homeless. 
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Bill  Clinton  became  the  42nd  president  of  the 
United  States  in  1993.  The  former  governor  from 
Arkansas  struggled  through  his  first  few  months  in  the 
White  House,  suffering  a  defeat  for  a  jobs  bill  and  delays 
in  his  healthcare  reform  efforts.  But  by  September,  the 
47-year-old  president  was  a  seasoned  veteran.  His  tax 
reform  bill  passed,  the  healthcare  package  was  being 
fine-tuned,  and  there  was  peace  in  the  Mideast. 
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The  AIDS  virus  continues  to  spread  with  no  signs 
of  this  disease  slowing  down  nor  of  a  cure  soon  to  be 
found.  The  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
—  estimate  there  will  be  40,000  to  80,000  new  H IV  infections 
in  the  United  States  this  year.  President  Clinton  appointed 
Kristine  Gebbie  as  his  AIDS  policy  coordinater,  also 
called  the  AIDS  "czar,"  to  oversee  government  AIDS 


programs. 
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Floods  hit  the  Midwest  in  late  spring  and  early 
summer  -  thousands  of  farms  and  homes  were  lost, 
fields  were  swamped  and  towns  were  submerged.  The 
states  hit  the  hardest  were  Iowa,  Illinois,  and  Missouri, 
causing  billions  of  dollars  worth  of  damage.  As  the 
waters  began  to  recede,  barges  began  moving  along  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  people  began  digging  out  their 
mud-filled  homes. 
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Pope  John  Paul  II  visited  the  United  States  for 
the  third  time  since  becoming  pope  1 5  years  ago.  The 
73-year-old  pontiff  attended  World  Youth  Day,  a  week- 
long  pilgrimage  that  brought  nearly  200,000  youths 
from  around  the  world  to  Denver.  President  Clinton 
and  Vice  President  Gore  travelled  to  Colorado  to  meet 
with  the  pope.

Sheik  Omar  Abdel-Rahman  was  the  accused 
leader  of  a  group  of  terrorists  that  exploded  a  bomb  in 
the  World  Trade  Center.  More  than  1 ,000  victims 
were  injured  and  six  died.  The  55-year-old  Egyptian 
sheik  had  been  linked  to  dozens  of  terrorist  plots 
around  the  country,  including  plots  to  bomb  other  New 
York  City  buildings,  the  United  Nations,  and  Lincoln 
and  Holland  tunnels. 


Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin  dissolved 
parliament  in  an  unprecedented  move  in  late 
September  and  announced  new  elections  in  a  bold 
move  to  end  his  long-running  feud  with  hard-  liners.  In 
a  televised  speech  that  stunned  the  country,  Yeltsin 
said  he  was  dismissing  the  legislature  to  pull  the 
country  out  of  its  political  and  economic  crisis.  Riots 
broke  out  several  days  later  and  Yeltsin  called  in  the 
army  to  restore  peace. 
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Mohamed  Farrah  Aidid,  the  feared  warlord  in  the  devastated  country  of  Somalia,  eluded  United  Nations 
military  forces  for  months.  A  U.S. -led  multinational  force  arrived  in  the  war  -torn  country  last  year  to  help  feed 
the  starving  population  and  bring  peace  to  a  country  that  was  run  by  warlords.  Aidid  was  considered  the  most 
powerful  of  the  warlords  and  was  blamed  for  numerous  attacks  on  the  military.  The  power-  struggle  in  Somalia 
left  tens  of  thousands  dead  and  allowed  the  country  to  be  carved  into  a  collection  of  clan  fiefdoms  in  the  absence 
of  a  central  government.  More  than  350,000  Somalis  died  from  the  fighting  and  famine. 
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In  the  Shadow  of

God's  heart  for  missions  became  a 
central  theme,  which  led  into  Louie  Giglio's 
theme  of  getting  to  know  God,  and  then  making 
Him  known  to  others.  The  speakers  helped  us 
to  focus  on  what  it  means  to  be  living  in  the 
shadow  of  Christ's  return. 

Forty  -  seven  mission  agencies  were 
represented  this  year,  making  GO  a  valuable 
resource  for  anyone  interested  in  missions.  In 
addition,  some  agencies  presented  valuable 
and  practical  seminars  on  issues  relating  to 
missions  and  our  part  in  missions.  Mission 
representatives  were  available  for  personal 
counseling,  providing  key  insights, 
encouragement  and  godly  advice.

Columbia  Bible  College  &  Semi- 
nary celebrated  the  Christmas  season 
December  1 0  with  a  "Columbia  Christmas."

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In  order  to  reflect  the  true  scope  of  its  programs,  Columbia  Bible  College  &  Seminary  has  changed  its 
name  to  Columbia  International  University.  But  while  the  corporate  name  has  changed,  Columbia's  mission  has 
not.  "I  want  to  assure  you  that  we  are  not  in  any  way  changing  our  purpose,  our  doctrine,  our  values,  our 
curriculum,"  states  Dr.  Johnny  V.  Miller.  "The  new  name  is  simply  a  way  for  us  to  accomplish  the  same  goals 
more  effectively."  Columbia  remains  a  biblically  based,  devoutly  Christian  institution  with  one  of  the  leading 
missionary  training  programs  in  the  world. 

According  to  Dr.  Miller,  Columbia  International  University's  rapidly  expanding  list  of  undergraduate  and 
graduate  programs  is  reason  enough  to  warrant  the  name  change.  However,  the  high  profile  that  Columbia 
graduates  enjoy  in  more  than  100  foreign  countries  creates  another  urgent  reason  for  the  change. 

Columbia  International  University  is  now  the  corporate  name  for  an  institution  comprising  three  divisions: 
Columbia  Bible  College,  the  undergraduate  division;  Columbia  Biblical  Seminary  &  Graduate  School  of  Missions 
and  Ben  Lippen  Schools,  the  elementary  and  secondary  education  division. 

Miller  says,  "The  significance  of  our  new  name  is  that  it  still  identifies  who  and  where  we  are  with  Columbia; 
it  identifies  our  ethos  and  spiritual  mission  with  International,  and  it  identifies  our  educational  mission  with 
University.
